wherein they ſeemed to lye moſt dormant, they gave us inſtances 
how acceptable thoſe Heretick martbering Do@rines are at Rome. For 
while all the world ſtood amazed at the former attempt, and many of 
the Papiſts abroad ſeemed to expreſs their deteſtation of the Principles 
which produced it, The Pope and Court of Rome took all imaginable care 
to have the Traytors magnified and honoured. For Garnet the Provin- 
cial of the Jeſuits, though by his acknowledgment under his own hand, 
he dyed for Treaſon ; yet had his name inſerted into the Exgliſh Alartiro- 
logy, and his Bones were feſerved for Reliques, and his Image erected over 
Altars : and two Jeſuits who had been principal Conſpirators in that Helliſh 
Plot,and had by misfortuneeſcaped the Halter, which was the reward due 
to them for their barbarous Conſpiracy ; were upon their arrival at Rome, 
both of them advanced to be the Popes Penitentiaries. And moreover, when 
the King and Parliament for the ſecurity of the Kings perſon,and a- 
tion of the Government, and the lives of his Subjects, were forced to enact 
and impoſe on the Papiſt; the Oath of Allegiance ; Paul the 5th publiſhed 
divers Ball: againſt it, and both Becanm and Bellarwine, befides many 
more, wrote expreſly in oppoſition to the taking of it. But the next 
impreſſion of their Faith in its ſutable and proper works, made amends 
for their lazineſs and barrenneſs during that interim: for through the in- 
fluence of the ſame principles, and being animated by the Pope, they 
murdered above two hundred and fifty thouſand in Ireland, without any 
other inducement to it, fave that they were Proteſtants ; and that in 
killing of them the Catholick cauſe was promoted. For at no time did 
the 1riſþ enjoy more liberty as to their Religion, and more tranquility as 
to their Perſons and Eſtates, than immediately before they broke out in- 
to that horrid Rebellion. Nor was that quiet and ſecurity they poſſeſſed, 
the fruits only of a connivance, but the effects of many Acts of Grace, 
which had a little before paſt in favour of them. And as there was no 
alarm given of this, either by foregoing Citations to return into the bo- 
ſom of the Mother-Church, nor by any ſolemn publication of their bei 
Excommunicated, nor by any proclaimed Craſadoes, or a holy War; lea 
the ſecure Hereticks being numerous, and not willing to part with their 
lives tamely, might have been rouſed to ſelf-defence ; ſo this barbarous

And, whereas ſome may think that no perſon cordial in 
atiy-—Rcligion, ſhould, for ſecular Accommodations, and worldly Advanta- 
offend againſt God, and indanger their own Souls, by renouncing their 
Penh. and Forſwearing that, upon which they ſuperſtruct all their hopes 
of Salvation: The Church of Rome hath, by mote methods than one, ſe- 
cured ſuch , not only from all Fear and hazard of future Wrath, but 
from all danger of ſinning againſt God by ſo doing, And, as to this pur- 
po, the DoGrines of Papel Ab/olation and Indulgence ace admirably ſuited, 
uppoſing there ſhould be fin in ſuch a caſe; fo the Do@rines of Equivecs- 
tion, Mental Reſervation, and Authoritative Di'penſutions , ate no lels cal- 
culated for preſerving them from all Gwlt— notwithltanding their

For, as His Majeſty hath moſt juſt 
cauſe to apprehend the deſigns of the Papiſts againſt his Life, ſo we may 
not only fear, but too groundedly conclude, that both our Religion, 
and Civil Liberties, with whatſoever elſe is dear unto us, will become a 
Sacrifice to the luſts of the Ramiſb Party, if they ſucceed in their Conſpi- 
racies againſt his Life, Whoever he be that maketh profeſſion of the 
and will not ſeem to believe there is a Plot, nor ac- 
knowledge the Nation to be in danger, he t tobe liſted under one 
of theſe three Ranks of Men.

nies caſt upon Men, ſound in all the Fundamentals of the Proteſtant Do- 
Orine, and ready to venture their Lives and Fortunes as ſoonas any, for the 
defence of His Majeſty and the Government. And therefore among o- 
ther reaſons for my contributing all I can to the further Detection of 
the Plot to the Nation, (having firſt diſcovered what I know of it to 
His Majeſty and the Privy Council) I do plainly deliver this to be one,

Courts, the favour of Acceſs to, and Pont ar with Princes and 
Potentates abroad, and eſpecially vany iſes of being Exalted at home

troduce into theſe Nations. A they be Perſons of Scholaſtickabili- 
ties, then they aſſault them with aſſurances of Preferment, and that they ſhall 
not only be accommodated and eſteemed ſutably to their Parts in their 
Colledges abroad, but that they ſhall be made Drgziterics of the Church 
here, upon the Revolution that is ready to take place in theſe King- 
doms, And it the Perſons are indigent, then they attack them with offers, 
notonly to ſupply their preſent wants, but to provide for themeven to 
their own wiſhes and deſires for the future: Yea, if thoſe they meet with, 
chance, either to be Malefactors, that have fled beyond Sea for their 
crimes, or Bankrupts who have withdrawn thither 10 eſcape their Cre- 
ditors, unto ſuch they offer either a Sanctuary in their Monefteries, or to 
recommend them to ſome Grandee that may 1mploy them agreeably to 
their inclination and humour: So that what in one way, and what in 
another, there are none come within the Circle, whom they have not 
Temptations prepared for, and ſuted unto. And I wiſh that the fad ex- 
perience of their ſucceſs upon my ſelf, as well as the many conqueſts 1 
have ſeen them make of others, might not only influence Parents to be 
leſs forward in ſending their Sons beyond Sea, but awaken the Govern- 
ment to provide, ifnot againſt the thing, yet againſt the dangers that at- 
rend it.

So far as the 
Popiſh Religion hath only an influence upon the future ſtate of men, it 
was never puniſhed with death in Exglend ; it is only upon the foot of 
thoſe ines, which inſtrut and countenance to overthrow 
the State and Government, that Reaviſh Prieſts are juſtly made lyable to 
ſuffer. And therefore the Prieſts who were lately Executed, without 
„ Arraigned for any thing, ſave for their being ſo, and their withdraw- 
ing His Majeſties Subjects from the Religion by Law Eſtabliſhed, were as 
real Traitors, as thoſe who were convicted for Conſpiracy againſt the 
Kings Life.

For as the Popes Numtio at Braſ- 
ſels by a Letter dated July 21. 1662, informs them, how that their Re- 
monſirance being examined at Rowe by Cardinals and Divines, was found 
to contain Propoſitions condemned by Paxl the Fifth, and Innocent the 
Temh, and that the Pope was ſo far from approving it, that he did not 
ſo much as permit,or connive at it, and therefore condemned it in this Form; 
that it could not be kept without breach of Faith, according to the De- 
crees of Paul the Fifth; and that it denied the Popes Authority in mat- 
ters of Faith, according to that of Inocent the Tenth.

ſtabb d the King? anſwered, that they might underſtand them by the Ser- 
mons of the Preachers. 


I do further declare, that during my reſidence at Rome, I beard the Je- G XI! 

ſuits frequently affirm, that the Kings of England wes ax Heretick, and ſo 
in Form condemned. And when I was to leave the College and return to 
Exgland, which was about Jaxe . 1676. the faid Fathers did both (cve- 
Tally, and together Teach and laſtru&k me, that I was wot to py Obedience 
to an Heretical or Excommuniceted Prince. Now whereas there are divers 
other Proteſtant Kings and Princes in Europe, beſide the King of Great 
Britta, that which both then gave me amazement, and bath alſo coſt 
me ſome thoughts lince, is, why only the King of England (ſhould be 

upon all ons repreſented as an Heretick, and that no other Prote- 
ſtant Prince ſhould be ſomuch as once mentioned under that Character. 
Nor am J able to reſolve it into any thing but this, that it was likely 
to be more for the advantage of the Church of Rene, to have the King 
of Exglaxd murthered, than any other Prince beſides. For whatſoe ver 
ill will they may dear to them All, yet they are not fo fooliſh as to 
undertake a thing that carries a hazard of ſcandal and danger in it, if 
the ſucceſs in the Attempt may not recompence the difficulties in the At- 
chievement. Now there * Prince of the Reformed Religion at 
this day in the World, whoſe Death would turn ſo much to the profit of 
Rowe, as that of the King of Exgland, it is the lefs to be qe 
that they ſhould be contented to allow others to live, and are o oy 
ſollicitous to get him removed. And the gain which they prom

Aſſociation was ſo far from being apprehended a Seditious or I 

Bandying of Perſons together, that the Parliament that aſſembled t 
Year after, did not only Approve it, but Ratiſie itintoaLaw, Well do 
the Papiſſ know, that ſbould they looſe this Advantage, ( which they 
have from the Duke's being a Pi, and of ſuch legal of 

Crown , for the Reeſtabliſhment of their Religion, they may neveren- 
joy ſb fair and probable an Opportunity again. They perceive the 
King as likely to live as the Duke, and therefore reckon it abſolutely 
necellary to Anticipate the courſe of Nature, and not truſt matters of 
io great Conſequence, as the ſeeing theſe Nations once more ſubjugated to 
Rome, to ſuch a contingency ast *. Dying in a Natural way, be- 
fore the Duke. And that which Mr. _ divulgeth every where 
to this purpoſe, deſei veth a ſerious Remark; namely, That the Jeſuits 
having calculated the King's and the Duke's Nativities (which by the way 
is Treaſon by Law) end finding that the King would in « courſe of Ne- 
ture outlive the Duke, they thereupon agreed and reſolved to have him cut 
off by violence. The having a Tepiſb King again in Exgland, would be of 
ſogreat concernment to the See of Rowe, that we may eaſily conceive 
( eſpecially ſeeing the Principles of their Religion do iend them) 
that they will not boggle at the Murder of His Preſent — , to 
compaſs and effect it. And whatſoever ſecurity the Proteſtants may 
flatter themſelves with, as to their Religion, from the Promiſes which 
his Higbreſt may make unto them, yet this may ſerve to undeceive them,

not only from the conſideration that the Preſumptive Heir is a Papift, 
but that he is more zealous for that Religion, than Princes of the tone 
Religion, either are, or uſe io be. It is of great concernment to their 
Intereſt, t) ſee a Pepift ( how lukewarm and indifferent focyer in that 
Profeſſion ) exalted to the Epgliſh Throne. But to have a Prince of 
burning Teal and Ardour for the oy of the Triple Crown, to be ad- 
vanced to ſway the Exgliſb Sceptre, is of far greater conſequence to them 
than moſt P are willing to apprehend. I know that there are ſome 
Monarchs of the Faith of the Charch of Rowe, that are not of the Faith 


of the Court of Rowe, and therefore though they give all due Protecti- 
on and Incouragement to the Rowiſh Religion, yet it is (till without ſuf- 
fering it to undermine the State, or to introduce the Pepal Juriſdillion.

— this I can ſay, that che hopes which the eſa} have, of ſeeimg the whole 
Papel on eſtabliſhed by his means, and as fruit of his Zeal to 
the Holy See, over theſe Kingdoms, 1 1 motive to 8 Ad- 
yancement to the Monarchy, and for their conſpiring the Deſtroying of 
His Majeſty, who is the only Rezvore iii the way. Thirdly, the advan- 
tage which they count upon the Kings Death, ariſcth not only from 
their aſſurance of the Preſumptive Heir's being a Papiff, and One of real 
and ardour tor the Pepe! Char, but that he is moreover under the con- 
duct of the Jeſuits, For Ido remember, that Father Campien, and Fuber 
Anderton, did not only — declare, that the Duke of Teri was 
of the N Religion, but that he was brought over by their Body, and 
that they had the greateſt Influence over Him. And as this was the 
common diſcourſe in the Feſaits College at Rome, ſo it was received with 
great joy and acclamation of the whole Society. Now as there can be 
＋ more fatal ro 145 than to have the Prince under the Con- 
duct of the Jeſaitsz, fo Power they pretend to have obtained over 
the Duke of York, hath its ſhare inthe Animating them to haſten his 
Reign, and in order thereunto to deſtroy His Majeſty. And to this pur- 
poſe I ſhall here add, what I heard ſome of the Fathers ſay. For Fa- 
ther Campian having intimated, that many ſet themſelves againſt the Eſta- 
bliſument of the Popiſh Religion in England, he added, thet neverthele 
it muſt flouriſh again in that Nation, and we are to do the Great Wark, 
and 1 * it, And Father Verner (upon whom I had a Bill of Exchange 
from Rome, he being Procurator for the Jeſwits at Pari, having paid me 
the Bill) did thus declare himſelf unto me, Religion avnſt be 12 wp iu 
4 high « manner & ever. in Egland, and we muſt be the Promoters of it, 
though many ſet themſelves in oppoſition to ww. Bleſſed Promoters and 
Reſtorers of Religion! who conſpire the Murder of Kings, and Over- 
turning of Kingdoms in order thereunto. And are they not fit men to 
have the Guidance of the Conſciences of Princes, who, beſides all the o- 
ther ill Principles which they are imbued with, are more ſworn Vaſlals 


to the Juriſdiction of the. Pope, than any other Order of the Roman 
Church ?

I do moreover declare, That when I ws alem to lexve Rome, and gym, 
returs into England, both Father Anderton, Father Campian, and Father 
Green aſſured me, that there would ſuddenly be great Alterations in Church 
and Stade in this Kingdom; And that there was but one * in the way 
(_ the King,) who might be ſoon removed out of it.

Kingdom may be ſecured from their Treacherous Defigns. ( Four! 
That underſtanding the Size of the Perſons, who have reno 2 
Allegiance to His Majeſty, as well as the Religion by Law Eſtabliſhed, 
inſtead of being thereby Intimidate, we would grow ſenfible of the 
dangers which threaten us, and provide Remedies to withſtand them. 
ſeeing there ate ſome Perſons, of the foregoing Bulk and Character, 
aQually Impeached, let us 142 ers and Intreaties ſollicit His Majeſty, 
that he would not abandon Himſelf, His Government, and People, to 
the hazaids, which a further Procraſtination of their Tryals may occa- 
ſion.

to Diſcover, but admire the over-ruling Power of God in conquering his 
paſſions and jealouſies ſo far, as that he would make any diſcovery at all. 
And beſides the Divine Wiſdom, which can ſerve it ſelf both of our ſin and 
folly, hath turned it to wonderfull advantage, that he Informed not ſooner.
